The Camberwell comedian is struggling to come to terms with 
reality after the Grumpy Old Women Tour comes to an end 


F or the past two and a half months, I have 
been on a 42-date Grumpy Old Women 
tour with the Fifty Shades of Beige show. 
I’ve been cooped up in the back of a 
Toyota Land Cruiser with two other women of 
a certain age, one of whom required sub-Arctic 
air-con on at all times to combat hot flushes so 
powerful they misted up the car windscreen;

SCREEN SIRENS 

As Picturehouse Cinema unveils plans for two new cinemas in the 
area, we take a look at Hollywood's insatiable thirst for south London

S o it’s not quite Hollywood, 
but south London has played 
its part in film history with 
a long movie heritage and as 
a location for some iconic screen 
moments over the years. 

Who can forget Michael Caine’s oft 
repeated line from 1969’s The Italian 
Job - (adopt Cockney accent) ‘You’re 
only supposed to blow the bloody 
doors off! ’ - after one of his partners in 
crime destroys an entire security van in 
a practice explosion before the real 
heist takes place. That was shot in 
Crystal Palace Park. 

Then there’s the infamous scene in 
Stanley Kubrick’s 1971 A Clockwork 
Orange , where Alex (Malcolm 
McDowell) and his ‘droogs’ beat up an 


elderly vagrant in an underpass. It was 
filmed in Trinity Road underpass in 
Wandsworth. 

Babylon , a 1980’s 
film co-written by 
Martin Stellman 
(the writer of 
Quadrophenia) and 
Franco Rosso, who 
also directed it, tells 
the story of a black 
British working-class musician and was 
filmed in Deptford and Brixton. 

And Reese Witherspoon’s ‘Harvard’ 
speech in Legally Blonde (2001) was 
actually shot in the Great Hall of 
Dulwich College because, such was her 
popularity at the time, she was in town 
shooting another film. 


More recently, Crystal Palace hosted 
motor-racing drama Rush, directed by 
Ron Howard, UK indie film Fast Girls 
and the upcoming 
London Fields , 
starring Johnny Depp. 
Scenes from this 
year’s Muppets 
sequel, The Muppets 
Most Wanted , were 
shot on Peckham Rye 
and at The Rivoli Ballroom in 
Brockley, and Guy Ritchie was recently 
in Heme Hill shooting Man from 
UNCLE , starring Henry Cavill and 
Armie Hammer. 

‘Filming in the capital is hugely 
important, boosting the economy, 
creating jobs and a powerful driver for 


Reese Witherspoon’s

tourism,’ says Adrian Wootton, chief 
executive of Film London and the 
British Film Commission. 

‘South east London has long been 
a popular destination for filmmakers, 
but over the past 10 years Film London 
has successfully increased filming 
across the capital and this area has also 
enjoyed a significant boost.’ 

But the area is not just a sought-after 
film location; it has also had a strong 
influence on cinematic styles. 

The Gaumont film company, which 
ran its Camberwell studio near Dog 
Kennel Hill in the early 1900s, was 
a British cinema pioneer - an early 
adopter of new technologies at the 
time such as sound and colour, and 
inventor of the chase scene, many of 
which were filmed around the area. 
From this studio, Gaumont produced 
more than 500 short films that were 
shown around the world. 

Only 30 or so survive, and some of 
them, including Adventures of a Roll of 


Lino , Tommy the Tin Pot Hero and 
Curfew Must Not Ring Tonight , have 
been digitised and will be shown at a 
free outdoor screening on the site of the 
original Gaumont film studios on 
30 August. The screenings, organised 
by The Friends of Dog Kennel Hill 
Wood, will feature a live piano 
soundtrack played by renowned silent 
movie accompianist Neil Brand. 

Who needs Hollywood anyway? 




Coming to a 
screen near you... 

What south London lacks in multiplex 
cinemas, it makes up for in independent 
screens and special events, all of which 
offer interesting alternatives to the 
exorbitant snack prices, sticky carpets and 
generic atmosphere of the big chains. 

As well as the Ritzy in Brixton and 
Peckham Plex, there's Whirled Cinema in 
Herne Hill, Rooftop Cinema in Peckham, 

The Luna Cinema, which screens films in 
locations such as Brockwell Lido, and the 
Peckham & Nunhead Film Festival (4-14 
September). And while the Cinema for 
Crystal Palace Campaign continues to 
press for a cinema in the area. Crystal 
Palace Pictures film society shows films at 
the Gipsy Hill Tavern every other Thursday. 

But this part of London has been crying 
out for more independent cinemas for 
years, and finally those cries have been 
answered. Picturehouse Cinemas, which 
runs the Ritzy, has just got planning 
permission for a new cinema on Lordship 
Lane in East Dulwich. The existing St Thomas 
More Hall at number 116a will be 
redeveloped to provide a three-screen 
cinema with a cafe/bar and small 
courtyard garden to the rear. There's also 
talk of another Picturehouse Cinema for 
West Norwood (you can find out more at 
norwoodforum.org). 

Clare Binns, Director of Programming 
& Acquisitions at Picturehouse Cinemas, 
said: 'It's great that we can now bring the 
best of World Cinema, great films for all 
generations, and our diverse Screen Arts 
programme to more local neighbourhoods 
around London town. It's a very exciting 
time for Picturehouse Cinemas.'

With the help of local gardener 
Nathan Mills, a former Dulwich Park 
gardener, the pair worked tirelessly for 
nine months to get the garden in pristine 
condition for open day. 

‘Nathan has been invaluable as it’s so 
hard to find gardeners who genuinely 


know about plants,’ explains Lisa. 

‘He’s incredibly knowledgeable and he 
won’t dig something up unless he 
knows exactly what it is. I love mixed 
planting as I don’t like my garden to 
look formal or too landscaped so I’ve 
got lots of borders, which can be pretty 
hard work.’ 

A raised terrace leads down from 
the house to the lawn, which Lisa’s 
husband Don keeps perfectly 
manicured, and two raised contrasting 
coloured beds sit either side, one in 
shades of blue and white, the other in 
pink and yellow. Roses are abundant 
and clematis hang from obelisks 
while mature trees provide a natural 
framework. 

‘Trees are beautiful but they’re also 
a problem because they block the light 
and you can’t plant underneath them,’ 
explains Lisa. ‘You have to be clever 
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Gardener

I love mixed planting 
as I don’t like my 
garden to look formal 
or too landscaped 

with shade. The sunniest spot in this 
garden is in the centre so we’ve 
created another bed for planting and it 
looks glorious. I favour blues, whites 
and greens as I’m not too keen on hard 
colours. I spotted a rogue orange lily 
just before the open day and was 
tempted to remove it, but we decided 
to let it stay.’ 

‘This is my third summer working 
alongside Lisa,’ says Nathan, who is 
keen to stress how accomplished a 
gardener she is: ‘Her garden is an 
artistic installation and is designed to 
work in a certain way and if it doesn’t, 


we move things around. When you 
have a shady area you have to plant 
accordingly so we carefully lift plants 
from once place to another. Not every 
plant is a good neighbour, everything 
needs its own special place to thrive.’ 

Another problem for garden open 
days, and gardens in general, is of 
course nature. There’s nothing you 
can do about the weather. 

‘It was very stressful in the run up 
to open day because it was hot and dry 
and we had to do a lot more watering,’ 
continues Lisa. ‘Some plants came out 
early and finished before the day and 
some roses had already flowered, but 
that’s the challenge and we love to be 
innovative and fill in the gaps.’ 

Nathan also points out that there 
are more green and black flies around 
this year due to the weather, but his 
homemade organic pest spray, made 
using nettle and rhubarb leaves steeped 
in water, is effectively eradicating 
the problem. 

‘It’s been a challenge but also an 
enormous privilege to work with Lisa 
in her wonderful garden,’ enthuses 
Nathan, ‘and the fact that so many 
people have enjoyed it, and money is 
being made for charity, makes it all the 
more rewarding. I think I have the best 
job in the world.’

No need for sun or sand - London can take you on a 
Mediterranean journey without hoarding a plane 


M editerranean food. Two words 
warmed by the sun, tickled by a 
gentle breeze and redolent of azure 
skies, cobalt seas and cliche. Yet 
when we think of this great inland sea, our mind 
wanders towards languid holidays in France and 
Spain, Greece, Italy and Turkey. We tend to 
forget those countries hugging its southern 
shores, Morocco, Algeria and Egypt, and 
Lebanon, Israel and Syria to the east. Beirut and 
Tel Aviv are every bit as Mediterranean as 
Marseilles and Barcelona. 

The French Mediterranean 
cuisine might seem markedly 
different from the food of, say, 

Istanbul, but as Elizabeth David 
writes in Mediterranean Food : 

‘The ever recurring elements in 
the food throughout these 
countries are the oil, the saffron, 
the garlic, the pungent local 
wines; the aromatic perfume of 
rosemary, wild marjoram and basil drying in the 
kitchens; the brilliance of the market stalls piled 
high with pimentos, aubergines, tomatoes, 
melons, figs and limes.’ Techniques might vary, 
and invaders too. But it’s this brilliant produce 
- plus all that fish - that defines the region. 

So to London: where do I start? With 
Francesco Mazzei’s superlative L’Anima, as 
gutsy and thrilling a taste of Southern Italy as 
you’ll find anywhere. Or Sorrento-style pizza 
from Brixton’s (and Chiswick’s) Franco Manca. 
Great Roman dishes (and great dishes from other 
regions) at Bocca di Lupo; ever-reliable brilliance 
from Locanda Locatelli, and excellent Italian 
tucker from Dalston newcomer, Rotorino, too. 

Over to Spain, there’s the Salt Yard group, 
who seem to improve with every new place they 
open. Seeing the original, Salt Yard in Goodge 


Street, set the bar high, that’s some 
achievement. While Cambio de 
Tercio in South Kensington is a 
place where standards never drop. 

When it comes to the Eastern 
Mediterranean, we’re rather well 
equipped. Yotam Ottolenghi and 
Sami Tamimi’s mini-chain 
Ottolenghi serve up vibrant, sun- 
soaked salads, breads, biscuits and 
puddings. The Palomar in Soho is white hot, with 
a very modem take on Israeli food. And my 
favourite Turkish places are found in Green 
Lanes, N4, and Gokyuzu and Diyarbakir are 
among the best, along with Mangal Ocakbasi 
in Dalston and Fez Mangal on Ladbroke Grove. 

I love the huge Syrian place, Abu Zaad, on the 
Uxbridge Road, and the rather smaller Sufi in 
Shepherd’s Bush, that cooks up some of the best 
Persian food in London. I have, of course, 
barely skimmed the surface. This is merely a 
Mediterranean soupgon, a bite of dark green olive. 
A ‘flavour,’ in the words of Ms David, ‘of those 
blessed lands of sun and sea and olive trees.’

MEAT FEAST 

The future of casual dining is sharing says Mark Hix, as he delivers his 
successful steak and chicken dining concept , Hixter, south of the river

A stylish new addition to south 
London’s vibrant restaurant 
scene has just opened its 
doors to a ravenous public. 
Mark Hix, multi award-winning chef 
and food writer and one of London’s 
most acclaimed restaurateurs, has 
delivered his successful steak and 
chicken dining concept to south east 
London with Hixter Bankside. The 
move southwards is deliberate, Mark 


explains: ‘The restaurants that we’re 
opening need to be well spread around 
London. We haven’t got one south 
of the river yet. With the food scene, 
the centre of London is expanding. 
Wherever you are out of the centre is 
a good thing.’ 

And south of the river is where it’s 
at right now: ‘That part of London is 
being developed. Even standing on the 
other side of the river and looking 


across, there’s lots going on. London’s 
utilising areas that maybe were once 
industrial and are now being used for 
flats and houses and offices,’ he says. 
All of which makes opening up a 
restaurant there an exciting challenge; 
for Mark, Hixter Bankside is part of 
‘being able to offer a food concept in 
different residential and business areas.’ 

But this isn’t really Mark’s only 
foray into south London - seven years 
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Hixter forms a more 
relaxed kind of dining 
and I think some dishes 


‘I work with artists in all sorts of 
areas,’ says Mark. Tve always done 
it really. It’s part of the look of the 
restaurants. Artists will make work for 
me according to what they think is 
right for the building. They add 
aesthetics to the room. They can 
change the look of a room completely.’ 

The restaurant, where diners can 
feast on a whole roast chicken or 
Himalayan salt-cured steaks of 250g 
and 500g, puts the communal ethos 
centre-stage. For Mark, sharing a meal 
with friends makes ‘casual’ the order 


of the day, something that’s bound to 
go down well with south Londoners: 

‘It forms a more relaxed kind of dining 
and I think some dishes should be 
shared. Sometimes you get a restaurant 
where you order three different things 
that aren’t appropriate to share. At 
Hixter, if there are six of you, you can 
order a chicken and a kilo of meat.’ 

While the main courses consist of 
variations on the same theme - ‘We 
have a roast chicken, chicken curry, 
a chicken burger and chicken salad; 
likewise with the beef we have several 
different cuts of meat on and off the 
bone’ - veggies are catered for too, 
depending on what’s in season. If it’s 
drinks you’re after, look no further: 
beneath the vast glass-fronted kitchen 
and two dining rooms lies Mark’s, a 
basement bar serving an extensive list 
of cocktails featuring new and 
established British drinks producers. 

So who’s he hoping to attract? ‘All 
sorts. What we’re trying to do at the 
restaurant is to have a good mix of 
customers in there - from students to 
businessmen -1 think you need to keep 
the menu accessible to all.’ 


should be shared 


ago, he was involved with the 
Rivington Grill in Greenwich when he 
was chef director of restaurant group 
Caprice Holdings. And, since opening 
his first restaurant, Hix Oyster and 
Chop House in Smithfield back in 
2008, he has gone from strength to 
strength, establishing a further six, 
including the Tramshed in Shoreditch, 
on which Hixter Bankside is based. 

The new venue - set in a converted 
Victorian metal factory - lends itself 
well to the commissioned artworks that 
have become a signature feature of his 
restaurants, making its location a stone’s 
throw away from the Tate Modem 
particularly apt. Apart from neon 
signage designed by the art world’s 
enfant terrible Tracey Emin, works 
include key pieces by Rob and Nicky 
Carter, Peter Newman, Tim Noble and 
Sue Webster and Gavin Turk.

ARTUSI

I t was Jay Rayner’s review 
in The Observer that alerted 
me to the presence of 
Artusi, for it’s been too 
long since I set foot on 
Bellenden Road, Peckham’s 
fastest-evolving street. Stalwarts 
of ‘boutique strip’ like The 
Melange chocolate shop and 
Anderson & Co cafe are now 
cosied up alongside newbies like 
Bias on Bellenden and the 
artisan butchers Flock & Herd. 

Just three sentences into Jay’s review and 
he drops the words ‘salted anchovies’ - ‘If 
salted anchovies are involved it’s generally a 
good thing’, he says. Heck yeah. And what 
happened to feature on Artusi’s ever- 
changing menu when I visited? Spaghetti 
with anchovies and pecorino. Sold. 

The menu is refreshingly spartan with just 
a few dishes - whatever’s good that day at 
Moxon’s fishmongers in East Dulwich, Flock 
& Herd butchers next door or Smithfield 
Market - chalked up on the board in as few 
words as possible. 

My friend and I arrived around 7.30pm on 
a Tuesday evening to a packed restaurant. 

The only seats available was a high bench 
overlooking the open kitchen, which we happily 
hopped onto, feeling like guests of the chefs (there are just 
two of them, feverishly prepping orders yet still managing 
to field my questions).

Swiftly ordering a carafe of 
the house red (the wines are all 
Italian, with some fine-sounding 
specimens from Puglia and 
Tuscany), we craned our necks to 
see the menu board. To start we 
had the tomato with salsa verde - 
so simple, yet so bold, that salsa 
verde delivering a wonderful 
whack of garlic - and raw sea trout, finely 
sliced, salted and drizzled with a very good 
extra virgin olive oil. Then it was on to the 
aforementioned spaghetti with anchovies, 
tossed in a garlic and butter sauce with herbs 

- probably the best pasta dish I’ve ever had. 
The pasta is handmade on the premises, the 
serving was huge and the flavours were super 
punchy. My friend ordered the leg of lamb 
with runner beans and was equally impressed 

- the quality of the lamb shining through its 
simple preparation and butter-tossed beans. It 
was all we’re-still-raving-about-it delicious. 

Artusi, by the way, is named for the 
grandfather of Italian cooking, Pellegrino 
Artusi (who published Science in the Kitchen 
and the Art of Eating Well in 1891), and this place 
sure does him justice.

market stalls stacked with spices and 
flatbreads, while at nearby tables their 
husbands clasped strong Turkish 
coffees while shooting the breeze. 

A lovely surprise is the strong bonds 
formed between you and your fellow 
passengers, strengthened by sharing so 
many meals together. And the food - oh 
the food! We were spoiled with fresh 
mezzes of Turkish salads, buttery 
couscous and melt-in-the-mouth 
mousakas, garlic-infused yogurt dips 
and freshly caught fish, cooked by our 
talented chef, Cihon, and served by our 
attentive crew. 

But of course, the sailing is what we 
came for and it truly is an invigorating 
experience to lie back to a gentle lull, 
disengaging from everything while the 
salty fresh air hits the senses. It’s a sad 
time when you have to say your 
goodbyes but it’s a certainty you’ll be 
back, time after time. 


I t’s past midday and the sun is hot 
despite the thin veil of clouds 
above. My destination is two 
hundred yards ahead, a gentle 
swim through crystal blue waters to a 
softly bobbing sailing boat. We’re 
moored off Sedir Island, commonly 
known as Cleopatra Island - the Greek 
goddess is said to have made it her 
private hideaway with lover Mark 
Antony - and it’s a treasure of Turkey’s 
South Coast. 

Earlier, my passengers and I shared 
views of the unspoilt bay from the top 
of ancient Hellenistic theatre ruins, 
swathed in shadow by long-limbed 
trees. We marvelled at the tiny sphere 
seashells covering the protected golden 
beach and happened upon a chicken 
and cockerel’s languid courtship walk. 

At the end of my swim awaits a 
delicious lunch and the promise of 
more journeys along quiet coves. And 
as for tomorrow - who knows, for these 
are the unknown rewards bestowed 
upon those who sail. 

A holiday unlike many others, 
sailing is not only the epitome of rest 
and relaxation - the chance to forget a 
world preoccupied with time and 
agendas - but also a delight for the 
curious minded. My blissful six days 
was spent aboard a 16 -person wooden 
ketch, part of a small fleet owned by 
Dutch/English company ScicSailing.We 
boarded our luxury yacht at the port 
city of Bodrum, part of the 
southwestern Aegean Region of Turkey. 
Seeing the mahogany exterior and huge 
sails for the first time was enough to

first impression was of how clean and 
spacious it looked.

Medal marvels 

Four of the 23 homes long-listed for this 
year’s RIBA Manser Medal - the UK’s 
foremost private housing design award - 
are located in London. The winner will 
be announced in October. In Barnes, 
Luker House by Jamie Forbert Architects 
is an ‘essay in how to transform an 
unpromising site into something 
memorable’. With the prospect of a new 
development overlooking the site, the 
design developed a one-sided relationship 
to a sequence of external spaces. A huge 
horizontal opening connects the kitchen 
and dining room to the garden, with the 


window opening and disappearing against 
the adjacent wall. 

Tree House by 6a Architects features 
an extension wrapping around a tree in 
the garden of a Grade II listed 1830s 
cottage in east London (El). The 
occupant, who has become wheelchair 
bound, can now live independently in her 
home and continue to enjoy her garden. 
The single-storey extension makes all 
the public rooms and principal bedroom 
accessible and re-orientates the focus 
of the house. Within the new addition, 
a ramp curves around the tree in the 
garden, down to a new bedroom, which 
feels like a delightful summer house.
